Japs In Ans Chan Chan. 


Tokio, Aug. 20.—The Japanese yes- 


terday occupied Ans Chan Char.. The 
Russian forces in town retreated to- 
ward Mukden. 
—A-ns-Cfifet-Ghftfl^ is5 tio the-aewthwest 
of Liao Yang, about half way between 
that place and Hai Cheng. The town 
is naturally adapted for defense, and 
it is quite probable there was a fight 
there before the Japanese entered the 
fortress. 


Washington, Aug. 20.—Consul Gen- 


eral Goodnow Eas cabled the state de- 
partment from Shanghai that the Chi- 
nese taotai there has reported against 
the claini of the Russian consul gen- 
eral and decided that the torpedo-boat 
destroyer now at that port must, go out 
or disarm by the 20th inst. and that 
the cruiser must do likewise by the 
21st inst. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 20.—All of Rus- 


sia is feverishly awaiting news from 
the scene of strife in the east. Anx- 
iety prevails regarding the situation 
at Port Arthur on account of the des- 
perate character of the fighting as re- 
ported taking place, though the war 
office does not seem to believe that 
danger of the fall of the fortress is so 
imminent as is generally asserted. Ac- 
cording to reports received from the 
war office there is still an ample sup- 
ply of ammunition and provisions 
there. While it is realized that the 
Japanese probably outnumber the de- 
fenders six or seven fold, the great 
strength of the fortifications, it is be- 
lieved, will do much to make up for 
disparity in numbers. . On one point 
all here agree, namely, that if the 
fortress falla the fleet will not fall into 
the hands of the Japanese. On this 
point the admiralty's Instructions are 
of the 
most 
imperative character. 


Vice Admiral Prince Ouktomsky has 
been ordered, should the worst come, 
to sally forth for a death struggle, and 
there is no question here thai these 
instructions will be carried out both in 
letter and in spirit, but if for any rea- 
son a final sortie proves to be impos- 
sible, the admiral is to destroy his 
ships and to make certa'n that their 
wreckage shall be absolutely irrepar- 
able. 


In the meantime Vice Admiral Ro- 


Jestvcnsky's Baltic squadron,including 
the battleship Orel, is standing off 
Cronstadt with steam up. It is popu- 
larly expected that the squadron will 
sail at any hour, and it is quite true 
that it is ready for almost immediate 
departure, but regarding the question 
of sailing there is a. difference of opin- 
ion among the naval authorities. It 
is held on the one hand that the im- 
mediate sailing of the squadron would 
be the best policy, on the theory that 
should it arrive within two months it 
would find Vice Admiral Togo's fleet 
in an infinitely worse condition than 
If the Japanese were allowed 
the 


whole winter to refit the ships. Other 
Officials hold that it would be tinwiso 
to risk sending the Baltic sqiiadron to 
tne far east until the situation at Port 
Arthur has been cleared and until it 
is known what conditions the squad- 
ron would be likely to find on its 
arrival.(Continued on page 3.)

pital. MeNulty was one of the most, 
desperate criminals ever confined in 
the county jail, and only last Thurs- 
day afternoon made a murderous as- 
sault on Joseph McManus, a fellow 
prisoner, and seriously injured 
hfjn. 


Dr. Homby, who filed the affidavit, 
says that in his opinion his insanity is 
hereditary, and says that he is a very 
dangerous man, 


McManus was rendered unconscious 


by blows on the head from a broom 
stick.

man Sanerwine the 13-year-old boy is 
still alive but so crushed he will die. 
None of the others injured were fa- 
tally hurt. The money loss will ap- 
proach half a million.

CONSPIRACY 


Charged Against Dr. Lightle, Whose 


Wife Has Returned the Insur- 


ance Monev. 


St. Louis, Aug. 20.—Death and de- 


struction mark the path of a tornado 
that swept down upon north St. Louis 
and vicinity. Two persons were killed 
and more than 50 injured, while prop- 
erty was damaged to the extent of 
$100,000. 
The heaviest loss suffered 


by a single concern was the destruc- 
tion accomplished at the Niedringhaus 
rolling mill. The plant covers two 
squares in extent. The big smokestack 


I wrs blown down and half the plant 


was demolished, entailing an estimat- 
ed damage of $25,000. Six employes 
were injured in this plant. 


Near Madiscn the winds demolished 


several 
dwellings, the Leiderkranz 


hall, and blew down a portion of the 
Madison cooper works, killing John 
Ellington. Severe damage was done 
also to buildings in Venice and Granite 
City, which adjoin Madison, and a 
number of persons were injured. 


The squall swept across the river 


and killed one person in Venice, 
injured 10 and caused considerable 
damage to property. The tornado 
was of short duration, but was remark- 
ably destructive in force. Dead: Mrs. 
Margaret C. Beal. Mrs. Beal was 
killed by the falling debris of her 
home, which was blown to nieces. Mrs. 
Wheeless, an occupant of a houseboat 
moored along the river, which was 
crushed by a falling tree, was serious- 
ly injured. 


Destructive Cloudburst. 


El Paso, Tex., Aug. 20. — A cloud- 


burst at Globe, Arix.., has resulted in 
several deaths and the destruction of 
much property. Wires to the section 
affected are down, but a passenger 
who arrived at Bowie, Arix., says that 
a man named Mitchell and his wife 
and four children whose names are 
not known have been drowned. One 
report says nine were drowned. The 
Southern Pacific shops were demol- 
ished.

For Three Million Dollars Damages 


Against the Standard Oil Company

Trenton, N. J., Aug. lo". — George 


Rice of Marietta, O., commenced suit 
in the United States circuit court for 
$3,000,000 damages against (.he Stand- 
ard Oil company for the alreged ruin- 
ing of his oil business by the defend- 
ant company. Rice charges that the 
Standard Oil company compelled rail- 
roads to charge his customers ex- 
orbitant freight rates; that the com- 
pany opened grocery stores to break 
down his competition and in other 
ways succeeded in taking away from 
him 4,000 customers, an oil refining 
plant worth |7jO,000 and a business 
worth $50,000 a year. This suit is 
brought 
under the interstate com- 


merce act of 1890.

The guardsman who was 
killed was Corporal Charles Clark, 
whose home is at Warren, where the 
company is located. He was 21 years 
old and a machinist by occupation. 
The wounded are: Watson H. Ohl, 
struck on head by a rifle; Albert 
Healcl. private, shot in left leg; Ser- 
geant William Blessing, struck on left 
hip. 
The regulars, who used pistols. 


then scattered for camp. Soon after 
the shooting General Dick, in com- 
mand of the National Guardsmen, and 
the regular armyofficers bad-declared 
the town under martial law, and hun- 
dreds of regulars were rushed into the 
city to prevent further trouble. 


As gathered from soldiers in camp, 


it seems that nearly all the provost 
guards sent to town to gather m sol- 
diergwho have overstayed their leaves' 
have been National Guardsmen, and. 
the regulars became possessed of the 
idea that the provosts were discrimi- 
nating against the regulars in favor of 
the guardsmen, arresting the former 
and allowing the latter to go scot free 
when the miscreants were In such, 
numbers that a choice arose of arrest- 
ing either one or the other. The reg- 
ulars assembled in Athens In force 
and the provost from Troop D met a.

iff's residence, near the courthouse. 
The regulars were halted, and showed. 
fight. The provost guards clubbed.

ulars commenced to shoot. They re- 
turned the fire and more than 100 shots 
In all were fired. The battle ended 
when the regulars scampered for camp 
after the killing. No further trouble 
is anticipated.

Rules Against the Packers. 


Chicago, Aug. 20. — Corporation 


Counsel Tolman has given to Mayor 
Harrison 
an opinion declaring the 


packers at the stockyards have no 
legal right to house men in their pack- 
ing houses. The opinion was given in 
response to the request of the mayor, 
who was informed by the Chicago Fed- 
eration of Labor that the packers were 
boarding men contrary to law. The 
opinion of Corporation Counsel Tol- 
man declares that the packers are not 
violating any provision of the ordi- 
nance regulating lodging houses for 
the reason that they are not letting 
lodgings for hire. The opinion does 
hold, however, that the regulations 
calling for fire escapes and exits in 
buildings where big numbers of people 
are housed have not been complied 
with, and suggests that the packers be 
given a period of three days to com- 
mence the alterations in their build- 
ings or to find new quarters for the 
men. The mayor after receiving the 
opinion sent it to Police Chief O'Neill 
with instructions to see that the pack- 
ers obeyed the law.

Populace Demands Action. 


Tokyo, Aug. 20.—The Japanese are 


growing impatjgnt at the delay in the 
decision of the status of the Russian 
cruiser Askold at Shanghai. The As- 
kold has docked and is refitting and 
evidently intends to endeavor to rejoin 
the Russian fleet and resume its place 
in the naval campaign. This is de- 
clared to be an open violation of neu- 
trality, which the Chinese government 
evidently is powerless to prevent. 
Many Japanese openly urge the dis- 
patch of a squadron to Shanghai to 
seize and remove the Askold. 


General Attack Planned. 


Chefoo, Aug. 20.—The steamer Pe- 


chili, which has just arrived here, re- 
ports that she met seven Japanese tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, which entered 
the harbor of Chefoo. The Japanese 
informed the captain of the Pechili 
that they were seeking Russian de- 
stroyers and torpedo boats which had 
escaped from Port Arthur. Heavy firing 
was heard by the Pechili. The Jap- 
anese stated that a general attack 
along ^ their line at Port Arthur had 
been planned for today. 


Russians Retake Positions. 


Chefoo, Aug. 20.—Chinese who have 


arrived here from Port Arthur declare 
that the Japanese position at Palung 
Chang from which they poured a 
heavy fire into Port Arthur and the 
inner forts, has been retaken, the Jap- 
•iiese retiring to Shushiyen. The Ger- 
man authorities at Tsingtau have sent 
a guard of 100 men to a point 15 miles 
east of that place for the purpose of 
frustrating an expected attempt on the 
part of the Japanese to ei;ect a wire- 
less telegraph station. 


Gunboat Strikes a Mine. 


London, Aug. 20.—A dispatch to the 


Japanese legation from Tokyo says: 
"According to a report from our watch 
tower near Port Arthur a Russian gun- 
boat of the Otvajni type struck a mine 
and sank off Liaotl promontory at 7:53 
p. m. Thursday." 


Muit Disarm or Sail. 


Shanghai, Aug. 20.—The Chinese 


Tao Tai is determined that Chinese 
neutrality shall he respected' by the 
Russians. He has"ordered the Rus- 
sian destroyer Grosovoi to leave the 
harbor at noon today and the cruiser 
Askold before noon tomorrow. Should 
they fail to do so they must disarm. 


The cruisers sought refuge in the 


harbor in a damaged condition after 
the sea flght of August 10. They have 
since been repairing.

would say, for I was once your age anc 
as soaked in folly. The question is 
if you will risk your life for her, will 
you do what I ask of you to earn the 
girl and your life, or will you refuse 
and let her go to another?" 


"Sir, I will do anything for her." 
"Then barken well. There was here 


before me, where you now- stand, some 
moments since, the most plausible liar 
in the kingdom. He told me* truths 
which on th,e surface, appeared to be 
treachery to his friend, but which he 
was well aware I already knew. This 
was to baffle me into believing him. He 
rides to Oxford to see the king, and in 
thit I am willing to aid him. He may 
tell the king what pleases him and 
those who send him. Little good will it 
do any of them. In return the king 
is to give him a commission to be hand- 
ed to certain lords in Scotland. If that 
commission crosses the border we are 
like to have a blaze to the north of us 
which I do not wish to see kindled un- 
til a year from now. Then, by God- 
then, by God's will I shall be ready for 
them. 
We shnll defeat the Scots in 


any case, but if this commission reaches 
these malcontents we cannot have the 
pleasure—humph!—we shall be preclud- 
ed from the duty of beheading the ring- 
leaders without bringing on ourselves 
the contumely of Europe. Without the 
king's commission they are but broil- 
ers, marauders. With this commission 
they will set up the claim that they are 
belligerents. 


"The commission must be intercepted 


at all costs. It will be your task to 
frustrate the intentions of the king 
and his Scottish nobles. But the task 
is more complicated than yet appears. 
It would be an »asy matter to run this 
messenger through the body and there 
an end. I w.int what he carries, but 
I do not wish to harm the carrier. 
These Scots »ic a clannish, trouble- 
some, determin'-d race. If you prick 
one with a sword's point the whole 
nation howls. This, then, must be 
done quietly, s-o that we bring no swarm 
about our ears. William Armstrong 
is the messenger's name, and he has 
powerful supporters in his own coun- 
try.

crossed the border yesterday and 
brought her^.

I have ap- 


peared to believe all he says, and he 
leaves this hoii^e tomorrow morning 
with a pass from my hand, giving him 
permission to travel as far south as 
Manchester, winch was all he asked.

It is such a pass as I have nev- 
er issued before and am not like to is- 
sue again, so I need not warn you to 
guiird It rnrefiilly and use it only when 
necessary.
